The Guarantee of Luxcmbnrg. 

The extraordinary RtntomontB of 
Earl Derby and Lord Stanley in 
tho House of Commons to the ofFoot 
that England as a parly to tho gnaran- 
teo of Luxemburg is not bound to 
assist in oaBe its neutraVty is threat- 
ened except tho other Powers that are 
: parties to tho agrooraont join her; — 
and that, should tho irttegrity of the 
Duchy bo assailed by one of the Treaty 
Powers, nono of tho others are bound 
to interfere, feavo raised a storm of in- 
dignation throughout Nor thorn. Qer-; 
many. Tho German people do doubt 
begin to boo that they bavo boon 
.'^ sold"— chat they bave dismantled 
the fortress of Eatstodt and opened a 
road to Franco through tho Dnohy 
■into the heart of tlio Fudcrland with- 
out having gained that protection for 
"which they bargained. ]3uC as greatly 
taken by surprise as tho Germans 
appear to bo at tho startling diaoov- 
ery, tho Prussian King and his able 
itinister, Bismark, at icnst must have 
rightly ostimnlcd tho value of the 
Treaty. Neither tho lioyal muster 
nor his Prime Ministur have kIiowh 
much regard for f^'iuinuitocs thoin- 
eelves when thoy witiiu'd to wrest a 
piece of territory frmn a neighbor, 
and tboy surely do not now 
expect other Po^'tn-d to roapoot 
that for which thoy havo evince J u 
sovereign contempt. Tlia gatirantoo, 
80 far as socuring tho iaiegrity of the 
Duchy is concerned, iunounts to no- 
thing. Tho only country that has 
been advantaged by tlio Troaty is 
Franco, and Ehoukl Louia Nupoloon 
effect a Troaty wilh Austria and tho 
South Gorman Hlatcs, and win back 
Italy as an ally, ho wouid soon turn 
to very good uso tho broad avonuo tho 
European Congress has opened for 
him. Tho aomi^oHioial North German 
Gazette publishes tho subjoined aniclo 
on the expl.i nations given by Lords 
Darby and Stanley : 

"The declaratioRs made by Lord Stanley 
in the House of Commons aud by Lord Derby 
in the House of Loidj aa to tho beariug of 
thenealrality gurirantee with regard to Lus- 
emburg and eorao otlitir cnunlries could not 
fail to arouso a cer'niri nuiount of liitontion. 
From the fact that several Poivcr?. have lalicn 
part in the guarantee (cullecU'.'t! mmrariion) 
Lord Stanley deduces a weakeniag of its (ffi- 
oioQcyi This is, undoubtedly, a peculiar 
view, 88 people have hitherto been of opiDlaii 
that the certainty of oeutrality was inoroased 
by the number of the guaraotooiag Powers. 

' To come to a clear ucderataading npou 
the qaeaiion raised, however, we roast first 
asoertain what does tho guarantee of the 
neotralily of a country iu general mean ? 
Now, it catmot bo doubted, in Ihe iirst place, 
that neutrality conluiiia a liciil itii;u of the 
eovereignity concnrr.cd with rc^jioet; lo t'.e 
right of v?ar, but that thu gu irantce of this 
neutrality is nolhing cl.^o llian a defensive 
alliance againat all possible al lacks. As in 
all these allianacs, therefore, tlic question 
whether the casus Jeederis exists or not is 
decisive na to the action developing itself out 
of thb goarantea of neutrality. Sotting 
aside here the international question at issue 
whether the casus fccdens exists, Hupposing 
the neutralized State to have provoked wur 
by unjust attacks upon its part, it is yet quite 
^^-^mTdbitable' that, excppl in lliin case, ilit 
(" guarantee can bo lippealtd to upon any viola~ 
tioo; 

If, therefore, for insfauce, England aloce 
bad guaranteed the ncnirality, she would 
ncqaestionably be bound to aObrd military 
assisianoe as an ally in any uare of attack, 
come it whence it might, from one State or 
from several. 

Tbas in this case tho support of at least 
one great Power would be Becare;! to the 
neutralized S;u:o. 

Now, when f^tinl .Sl,i'i!::y u.iya by 'collec- 
tive guaranieo' i.i lo '.).! uiidor MooJ that 'in 
case of iioiitruli'y biin.; violaloil all the 
treaty Fowera may b-.; cillrd upon to take 
collective aciiuu wiUiout any one of them 
. ^nlone being bound to iolorvonc,' lioihuro- 
by asserts nolinug less than that Ihd guar- 
antee of one great Power is of greater 
weight than thai of all the groat Powers. 
Bat the inipoasibility of Lord Siaaloy's theory 
is clear from the imposaibiliiy of tbia con- 
clasioD beioi; logical. 

The statemout made by f.ord I),;rby up in 
he same question o.i tiio 20ih insl., in ilio 
Houao of Lord!!, i.i t-till mure CitraoKlinary. 
Acoordiiig to the no!.le Lord'ri opiiiion, if the 
neutrality of r^u.^'-nibnig nhfuid (!Vi;r be uh- 
•ailed by one of tho Troaty Puiv^rd nono of 
them would be bound to step forward in its 
defence. 

Lord Granville justly osked. in reply to 
this opinion, why Prussia had tben made so 
utterly worthless a guarantee a sine ivia 7io;j 
condition of her participation in tho Uonior- 
enos, Bi3d why Lord Stanley bad so long 
heailated to undotiuko an obligntion which 
apparently contained no meuuing whatovur. 

Earl Russell also cooaidercd that in case 
of a breach ot the ireaiy itio other Kuropoan 
Powers were bound lo inbrrv^ne.

ciple, followed for BO many yeors, as being 
as unimportant as possible in order lo reoon- 
ode Parliament, BO greatly attaobod to that 
principle, to the new treaty. 

It is only when we look at the matter in 
this light that we ate able to underetond how 
the Minister of tho Crown conhl niter ruch a 
sentence ae that, after all, tho uliima'e do- 
oifiion whether war ahouM bo entere;! into 
for tho Luxemburg guorantoo te.iled in tho 
hands of Patliamcnt, thri)Uj;h the ri!;ht of 
granting or withholding Supplies. Why, nil 
the world knows that tho English Crown 
alone has the privilege of declarlDg war, and 
that it is not customary first to ask Failia-. 
moot whether war shall bo carried on. On 
iho contrary, the cxiatenoe o( war is notiflud 
lo Parliament, which then, &a history 
teaches, finds itself oa regards its right of 
granting Supplies mainly guided by patriot- 
ism and the sense of what is dno to England. 

From this point of view wo find the Rtate« 
meets of the English .Ministers intelligible, hut 
we cannot possibly regard them ns seriously 
intondod limitations of an obligation under- 
taken according to treaty in the sense hitherto 
UDiTsrgally understood."
